Jan  Elkins  is  a  name  that  has 
become  synonymous  with 
consumer  education  on  health  and 
medical  issues  in  the  Ark-La-Tex. 
Born  and  raised  in  Tennessee,  Jan 
attended  Freed-Hardeman  University 
in  Henderson,  Tennessee  and 
graduated  with  a  degree  in 
communications /journalism,  and 
a  dual  minor  in  business  and  Bible. 
In  1994,  she  received  her  Masters 
degree  from  Louisiana  State 
University  in  Shreveport 


Jan  has  been  with  the  ABC  affiliate,  KTBS  Channel  3,  since  1981  when  she 
started  working  for  free  just  to  get  her  foot  in  the  broadcasting  door.  As  Health 
Reporter,  she  has  interviewed  hundreds  of  medical  professionals  in  an  effort  to 
educate  the  viewing  public  on  health  issues  and  the  latest  medical  advances.  In 
addition,  she  has  rallied  community  support  for  blood  drives,  muscular  dystrophy, 
and  the  St.  Jude's  Children's  Hospital.  Her  passion  for  medical  reporting  and 
concern  for  her  fellow  man  has  been  acknowledged  through  many  awards 
including  several  first  place  awards  from  the  Louisiana  Associated  Press;  two 
awards  for  Excellence  in  Medical  Journalism  from  the  Louisiana  State  Medical 
Society;  and  the  Image  Award  from  the  local  chapter  of  Sigma  Theta  Tau 
International,  an  Honor  Society  in  Nursing.  Jan  also  received  the  Gabriel  Award, 
a  national  award  given  to  those  in  the  media  who  uplift  the  human  spirit.  In 
1999,  Jan's  hard  work  and  dedication  to  broadcast  journalism  was  acknowledged 
with  promotion  to  News  Director  for  KTBS  Channel  3.  Despite  the  demands  of 
this  position,  she  maintains  her  role  as  chief  Health  Reporter.  When  not  at 
work,  she  is  active  in  her  church  and  enjoys  spending  time  with  family  and 
friends. 


ACADEMIC  HERALDRY:  THE  SYMBOLS  OF 

LEARNING 

The  college  or  university  commencement  procession,  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad,  is  a  pageant,  alive  and  bright  with  dress  and  ceremony.  Its  history  can  be 
traced  to  medieval  European  universities  of  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  centuries. 
Continued  recognition  of  the  need  to  preserve  scholarly  dignity  and  meaning  resulted 
in  universities  establishment  for  academic  dress.  American  universities  agreed  on  a 
standard  system  in  1895  and  designed  a  suitable  code  for  academic  dress  for  the 
colleges  and  universities  of  the  United  States.  In  1932,  the  American  Council  on 
Education  presented  a  revised  code  which  governs  the  style  of  academic  dress  today. 

The  principal  features  of  academic  dress  are  three:  the  gown, 
the  cap,  and  the  hood. 

The  Gown.  The  flowing  gown  originated  during  the  twelfth  century.  It  has 
become  symbolic  of  the  democracy  of  scholarship.  As  such,  it  completely  covers  any 
dress  of  rank  or  social  standing.  It  is  black  for  all  degrees,  with  pointed  sleeves  for  the 
Bachelor's  degree;  long,  closed  sleeves  for  the  Master's  degree;  and  round  open  sleeves 
for  the  Doctor's  degree.  The  gown  worn  for  the  Bachelor's  or  Master's  degree  has  no 
trimmings.  The  gown  for  the  Doctor's  degree  is  faced  down  the  front  with  velvet  and 
has  three  bars  of  velvet  across  the  sleeves,  in  the  color  distinctive  of  the  faculty  or 
discipline  to  which  the  degree  pertains.  For  certain  institutions  the  official  colors  of  the 
college  or  university  may  appear  on  the  gown  or  its  decorations. 

The  Cap.  The  freed  slave  in  Ancient  Rome  won  the  privilege  of  wearing  a 
cap.  Thus,  the  academic  cap  is  a  symbol  denoting  the  freedom  of  scholarship  and  the 
responsibility  and  dignity  with  which  the  wearer  is  endowed.  Old  poetry  records  the 
cap  of  scholarship  as  a  square  to  symbolize  the  book.  Other  authorities  claim  that  the 
cap,  or  "mortar  board"  is  a  symbol  of  the  masons,  a  privileged  guild.  The  color  of  the 
tassel  denotes  the  discipline,  although  a  gold  tassel  may  be  worn  with  a  doctoral  gown. 

The  Hood.  The  heraldic  design  of  the  hood  symbolizes  an  inverted  shield 
with  one  or  more  secondary  color  chevrons  on  the  background  color  of  the  college  or 
university.  The  color  of  the  facing  of  the  hood  denotes  the  discipline  represented  by 
the  degree,  and  the  color  of  the  lining  designates  the  college  or  university  from  which 
the  degree  was  granted.
